The following letter is being issued by FTII students association, requesting an immediate 
inquiry into the vandalisation of an art installation by unidentified persons at the FTII main 
Gate. 


The details of the incident are as below: 


The installation was made by the students on 20" June 2015. It comprised of a wooden 
question mark (12 feet tall) wrapped with film strip, accompanied by a revolving chair and 
a milestone (made of a wooden frame covered with film posters). 


The installation was vandalized once on 17% July 2015 by unidentified miscreants. 
Assuming it to be a prank, the students reinstalled it on the same day. 


On 19 July 2015, between 10:30 - 11:00 p.m. four unidentified men vandalized the 
installation again in presence of some students & the security guards, hurling abuses and 
threats at them. 


They first threw the stone that was placed on the chair as part of the installation. Then, 
they went on to break the chair. They banged the chair on the ground till it broke. 
They were shouting ‘Yeh nahi Chalega’ while doing the same. 


Meanwhile another student who saw this called the security guards & they rushed to the 
scene. The men then threatened the security guards saying ‘Bahar nahi aane ka, andar hi 
rehne ka’ (don’t step outside, stay in). The miscreants were speaking in Marathi and 
seemed to be around 40 years of age. 


They then moved on to vandalize the wooden question mark and broke its armature. All 
the while, they kept on hurling abuses. 


The news of the ruckus spread and some students rushed to the main gate. By then the 
vandals had left. The security guards informed us that they had noted the number plate of 
the Vehicle. 


The scene was witnessed by some students as well as security guards on duty. The 
recording of the same is available from the closed circuit TV cameras. The ASO (in-charge) 
at the time Mr. Rode assured us that the footage has been recorded on the CCTV and would 
be available in case of any inquiry. 


This rampant and repeated vandalisation caused immense panic among the students. Most 
of the people studying in FTII are outstation students and are severely alarmed and 
threatened by such a violent gesture towards silent and civil means of protest. 


The incident was reported to you verbally the very next day. It is our earnest request that 
you look into this matter for the safety of the student community in general. 


We request you for a prompt revert.
